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Government Hopes to Save Ford Negotiations 
Dr. Rutledge Tells of Bloody Fight with Hattman 


Says Seducer 
of Wife Tried 
to Black-Mail

Cedar Rapids, la., May 21— 


The state will cross examine Dr. 
Robert C. Rutledge, Jr., today on 
his dramatic story of .his fatal 
fight with Byron C. Hattman. 


Dr. Rutledge, 28-year-old St. 


Louis specialist in children's dis- 
eases, is charged with first degree 
murder in the fatal stabbing of 
Hattman in a hotel room fight 
last Dec. 14. 


The young doctor twice told his 


version yesterday of how he fought 
Hattman "in self-defense* to save 
my own life." With bis attorney, 
W. J. Barngrover, he re-enacted 
the way he said he struggled with 
Hattman after the 29-year-old air- 
craft engineer had drawn a knife. 


Under questioning, Dr. Rutledge 


declared he did not come to Cedar 
Rapids with the intention of fight- 
tag Hattman, and that he left the 
room, bloody and battered, think- 
ing only that Hattman was stun- 
ned. 


He said he learned the next day 


•C Hattman's death and "I just 
•wMdn't believe it." 
At no point 


to his narrative did he refer di 
reedy to the stabbing. 


During a. brief cross examina- 


tion before court adjourned yes- 
terday, he went over his story of 
the fight again.

The next day (Dec. 15), Rut- 


ledge said, he stayed in bed al 
day, and the following day he 
bought some poison "to kill my- 
self." 


Defense Attorney R. S. Milner 


asked him why he wanted to kill 
himself. 


"I thought it would be easier on 


everyone if I just killed myself.'

Young Roosevelt then was in the 
midst of his first campaign for 
public office, climaxed this week 
by his election to congress from 
the late Sol Bloom's district to 
New York, 


Yesterday, her attorney, George 


Springmeyer, asked the press to 
treat the divorce with "decdVum. 


"After all," he told a 
news 


.conference, "Mr. Roosevelt some 
day may be president 
of the 


United States." 


(Because the son of the late 


president was born in Canada, 
there is a constitutional question 
whether he could be president). 


Mrs. Roosevelt completed 
her 


residence 
requirements 
today. 


But when or where her court ap- 
pearance would be made was not 
disclosed.

Tornadoes Whiplash Four 


States; Damages Are Heavy

"Tornadoes whiplashed four states across the nation's mid-section 


last night. 


At least one person was killed. Nearly a score were injured 


Property damage was unestimated. 


Hardest hit was Oklahoma. But the twisters flickered out al 


scattered communities in Colorado, Kansas and, far across the Mis- 
sissippi valley, caught two small eastern Tennessee communities. 


The Kansas City weather bur- 


eau blamed the mad May disturb- 
ances—it was Oklahoma's fourth 
straight night of twisters—on a 
deep low pressure' "trough" run- 
ning up through northeastern Ok- 
lahoma to Nebraska. 


In addition to the tornadoes 


that struck, perhaps a dozen oth- 
ers were seen whirling just above 
the land in the sparsely settled 
plains country. 


Small Towns Hit 


Most of the 
communities 
hit 


were small. 
In Oklahoma there 


was damage reported at Balko, 
Beaver, Catesby, Cherokee, Gage, 
Jet, Nash, Shattuck, Waynoka, 
Woodward and Yewed. 


Blows in Kansas were report- 


ed at chase, Gorham, Rozel, Wil- 
mora and in the countryside near 
Garden City, Scott City and Sa- 
lina. 


The Colorado tornado whirled up 


Black Wolf Canyon near Wray in 
the northeastern corner of the 
•tat* and vanished into Nebraska. 


Far away in Tennessee, an iso- 


lated storm injured three persons 
in the small communities of Goln 
and Barn Creek. 


The small number of casualties 


apparently WM explained by the 


fact that folks in the western Ok 
lahoma and Kansas regions hi 
hardest are tornado-wiae. Most o 
them sheltered safely in storm 
centers. 


Charles Sykes, 55, was caught 


on the highway near Yewed, Okla 
however, and took shelter in an 
old wheat elevator. 
The storm 


toppled it on him, crushing Sykes 
to death. 


Farm Destruction

a lot of stuff Uewn up by some- 
one." Gov. Gibson declared that 
several states have a law similar 
to the Vermont one which goes 
back to 1808. 
"It's a common practice," he 


said. 


Last night at Springfield, Mass., 


Gov. Gibson said he had no legal 
authority to act for the release 
of the trio, two of them combat 
veterans who were in nazi prison 
camps. 


The three—Ralph J. Fugatt, 29. 


of Springfield, Mass., Bernard J. 
Smith, 23, of Fairhaven, Vt, and 
Frederick L. Lapan, 34, of Marsh- 
field, Vt.—were committed for 
non-payment of court awards in 
automobile cases. 


Legal authorities said it was 


possible—although not probable— 
for them to spend the rest of their 
lives in jail under the law, if the 
judgments are not satisfied. 


The governor said in an inter- 


view at Springfield, Mas*., last 
night that he does not have power 
to intervene in civil actions. 


He pointed out that the law 


under which the veterans were 
sent to jail can only be invoked 
when a judge and jury has found 
there has been 'wfillful and mali- 
cious intent" to avoid payment of 
civil damages.

While a representative of the Dixon park board stated today that 


there was not the slightest possibility that there would be any swim- 
ming in Dixon's proposed bathing pool this year, action taken last 
night, awarding of contracts, brought promise to the use of the 
pool next summer. 


The board voted to let the contract to the Clinton Engineering 


Co., of Clinton, la., for the building of the pool, the installation of the 
plumbing and the filter and other accessories. 


The firm's estimate stated that 


180 working days will be required 
to complete construction from the 
date of starting work, but today 
there was no indication just when 
the contractor proposes to begin 
operation. The contract cost was 
set at $133,967. 


In addition to the principal con- 


tract, the board awarded con- 
tracts to other bidding firms. For 
the lockers to be installed in the 
dressing rooms, the bid of the 
Lyon Metal Products Co., Inc., of 
Chicago was awarded the instafla- 
tion at a cost of $5,128.68. The 
furnishing and installation of pool 
equipment 
to 
include 
spring 


boards, life guard stations, and 
slide was let to two firms who 
submitted bids as follows: Recrea- 
tion Equipment Co., of Anderson, 
Ind., and the General Playground 
Equipment Co., Kokomo, Ind., at 
a total figure of $1,468.10. 


No Filtering Contract 


The park board to date has not 


awarded 
a 
contract 
for the 


furnishing of the highly important 
filtering equipment, the approxi- 
mate cost of which amounts to 
about $10,000. The total cost of the 
completed swimming pool is esti- 
mated at 190,000. Voters of Dixon 
at a special election in June, 1946, 
voted a bond of $129,000 to be 
used in the building of the pool,

The type of pool selected by the 


park board will not require a great 
deal of excavation, it was ex- 
plained today, and is to be of the 
latest type of construction.

windows are to be installed in the 
bowl which will permit a clear 
view of the swimmers under the 
water.

ment for the spectators, it was 
stated. 


Park board president Ed Vaile

Roof Trusses 


Save on Costs 


Laborious time-c o n s u m-i n g 


cutting and fitting of roof rafters 
U beginning to give way to truss 
construction of roofs for small 
houses because this method of 
roof framing has been found to 
bring appreciable cost 
savings, 


according to the Construction Re- 
search Bureau, New York clear- 
ing house for building informa- 
tion. 


The parts of each truss, includ- 


ing the two rafters and all brac- 
ing, are cut rapidly with power 
saws, then quickly nailed or bolt- 
ed together in a jig on the ground 
which assures maximum accuracy 
in fitting. When finished, each 
truss is hoisted into place as a 
single unit and fastened to the 
plate at the top of the wall. 


Because of the trussed bracing 


of the rafters, this method per- 
mits a lower-pitched ' roof than 
with conventional rafter framing 
and a consequent saving of fram- 
ing and roofing material. It also 
allows lighter interior wall con- 


•Btruction with further savings in 
material costs because the trusses 
carry the heavy roof load with- 
out need for additional support. 


Money Is Saved by 
Planning Wiring in 
Advance for Homes 


Although a family may not pur- 


chase at one time all the electri- 
cal equipment wanted, such as 
washer, ironer and similar units, 
considerable money will be saved 
if at the time of construction the 
house is adequately wired for pos- 
sible future needs, says the Con- 
struction Research Bureau, New 
York clearing house for building 
information. 


The future cost of the circuit 


for an automatic washer might be 
as much as $100 greater, due to 
the extra labor and redecorating 
expense. 


Heavy-duty circuits are needed 


for washer, dryer, 
ironer 
and 


water-heater, 
while 
additional 


circuits should 
be provided for 


such apliances as garbage disposal 
unit, wall clock, ventilating fan, 
hand iron, toaster and hot plate. 
Planning this wiring in advance is 
true economy.

Heating Plants 


Need Attention; 
Clean and Repair 


As soon as the heating plant 


is shut down for the summer, 
it should be cleaned and re- 
paired, it is suggested by the 
Construction Research Bureau, 
New York clearing house for 
building 
information. 
In 
a 


steam or hot water system, the 
boiler ahould be completely 
filled. 


Xll soot and scale should be 


removed from interior surfaces 
of the furnace with a wire 
brush. Even gas forms scale 
which lower% heating plant ef- 
ficiency. The smoke pipe should 
be examined for cracks and if 
any are found the pipe should 
be replaced, not repaired. Joints 
where the pipe enters the chim- 
ney should be made air-tight. 


All parts of a hot water 


system, 
including 
radiators, 


should be left full of water to 
prevent rusting. Pill the boiler 
to the top. In the fall, drain 
off the excess. A steam boiler 
should be filled to the height 
of the safety valve. Water al- 
ready in the system should 
not be drained.

are the top three causes of auto- 
mobile accidents, accounting for 
three-fourths of all fatalities, or 
over 24,000 deaths per year, ac- 
cording to a case analysis by 
Northwestern National Life In- 
surance company. 


May is the month when the auto 


death toll starts a steady climb 
which hits its climax on Christ- 
mas eve and Christmas day, the 
study points out. 


By far the top killers are the 


"stupid" group of driver offenses- 
excessive speed, ignoring traffic 
signs or traffic officers, passing 
on hills or curves, and other mis- 
cellaneous 
"dimwit" 
violations; 


the study finds that one or more 
of these offenses is involved in 40 
per cent of all fatal accidents, and 
is the principal cause of 32 per 
cent. 


Foolish Pedestrian* 


Foolish actions by adult ped- 


estrians—crossing against traffic 
signals, crossing intersections dia- 
gonally, crossing between inter- 
sections, 
coming 
from 
behind 


parked cars, and walking in the 
roadway in the same direction as 
traffic cause another 12 per cent 
of fatalities, based on experience 
records of 1946, 1947 and 1948, 
the study finds. Thus 44 per cent 
of our annual traffic death toll 
results from failures by driver or 
pedestrian to use common sense. 


Bad manners, such as road hog- 


ging—driving over the center line 
or actually on the wrong side of 
'the road, and "barging through" 
when the other fellow has the 
right-of-way cause another 15 per 
cent of traffic fatalities, the re- 
cords reveal. 


Traffic deaths due to alcohol 


are estimated by the insurance 
statisticians at a minimum of 15 
per rent—12 per cent due to 
drinking by drivers and 3 per 
cent due to drinking by pedest- 
rians. This is the most difficult 
group of cases to measure ac-

The dead man is Wayne T. 


Fordyce, 30, of Verona. H« was 
alone in the storage building. Most 
of the plant's 325 employes had 
left their jobs for the day when 
the blast occured. 


Damage was estimated at $100,- 


000 by Arthur W. Skerry, plant 
manager. The cause of the ex- 
plosion has not been determinded. 


The blast shattered window* in 


other plant buildings as will, aa , 
panes in downtown Seneca, three 
miles away. 


Skerry said the plant, which 


makes commercial dynamite, will

be closed for several days.

ers require car shelter. 


Questions moat often asked are 


where the garage should be lo- 
cated; what material should be 
used for its construction; 
and 


whether a fully-enclosed structure 
is necessary or whether a car- 
port will suffice. 


If the plot is small but ha* side 


yard large enough to meet local 
zoning 
law 
requirements, 
the 


garage should be attached to the 
house. By building it of the same 
material 
and 
of 
harmonizing 


architectural design, house and 
garage will form a pleasing unit. 
The attached, fully-enclosed gar- 
age gives a rambling effect to the 
small house and uses a minimum 
of valuable yard space. 


A long driveway to a garage in 


the rear takes up about 16% of a 
50'xlOO' plot; if the garage is near 
the front of the house within 20 
or 25 feet of the street, only 4% 
of yard is sacrificed. 


'In attaching a garage to the 


house, do not let it extend for- 
ward further than the front of 
the house itself. More pleasing 
architectural lines are achieved 
if it is set back about 6 feet so 
that a jog is formed and the gar- 
age is not unduly prominent. 


Any attached gaiage should be 


built with a view to fire-safety, 
especially as regards the wall ad- 
joining the dwelling. Most build- 
ers meet this requirement by in- 
stalling full-thick batts and blank- 
ets of fireproof mineral wool in- 
sulation in garage walls and roof. 
Should a fire break 
out, the 


flames will be held back from an 
hour to an hour and a half Fur- 
thermore, the insulation will pro- 
tect the living quarters from a 
cold garage.

Open Planning of Rooms 


for Varied Use Is Trend 


Modern small home architec- 


ture hinges on the open planning 
of rooms so that they are flexible 
for varied activities. One room 
thus performs the function of two 
or more, it is pointed out by Hie 
Construction 
Research 
Bureau, 


New York clearing house for 
building information. 


Space 
formerly divided into 


living-room, dining-room, kitchen 
and breakfast area has evolved 
into a single generous-sized room 
ingeniously combining all these 
facilities while still being beauti- 
ful and comfortable. 


This results from a completely 


changed mode of American fam- 
ily life. With the passing of large- 
scale formal entertaining, there 
is small need for a dmmg-room. 
Architects logically asked "Why 
devote space to a room used in- 
formally only a few hours a day?" 
then logically eliminated it. The 
public accepted this reasoning be- 
cause double-duty space became 
essential as the size of houses de- 
creased in order to compensate 
for soaring construction costs.

into one large room, spaciousness 
is provided within restricted floor 
area and there is an important 
saving in costs of partition* and 
doors. 


Today's room for Iivmg-dining- 


cooking is designed so that there 
are long, broad vistas, yet proper 
planning screens kitchen activi- 
ties from living area without par- 
titions. This is accomplished in 
countless ingenious ways. One of 
the most popular is to arrange 
the room in an L shape with the 
kitchen tucked into the L. Fur- 
ther separation is achieved by a 
low counter or storage wall; or 
by folding doors to be closed only 
when the kitchen is in use. Mod- 
ern mechanical ventilation pre- 
vents odors; acoustical materials 
stop kitchen clatter. 


Dining Area Separation 


Generous built-in storage space 


eliminates the need for the tra- 
ditional buffet and china cabinet; 
hence there is no real need to sep- 
arate the dining area from the 


rt»t of the room, especially tf a 
drop-leaf or gate-leg table k§ used 
that can be utilized for other pur- 
pose*. Where separation is de- 
sired, low book shelves, storage 
walls, plant boxes, or even group- 
ing heavy furniture, such as the 
sofa and a wing chair, across the 
room will divide the areas yet pre- 
serve the long vistas of the open 
plan. 


Nearly all open planning makes 


generous use of glass for a great- 
er illusion of space. Huge floor- 
to-ceiling windows bring the out- 
doors into the room, meet the de- 
sire for a feeling of freedom.

European Military Aid Is Urged, 


But How Much Poses Real Question 
Western Europe's present defenses are so feeble, says 


the state' department, that they invite military aggression. 
It adds that not until the United States shares its might with 
western countries "can we hope to replace this temptation 
with a real deterrent to war/' 
The department views a military aid program as the best 


way we can transfer some of our strength across 3000 miles 
of ocean to European shores. It calls this plan a vital com- 
panion to the North Atlantic Pact. The pact signifies agree- 
ment in the west on a pokey of common defense. The aid 
program gives the pact some backbone. 
The question may fairly be asked : How much backbone ? 


We propose to provide $1,130,000,000, a considerable 
amount of surplus arms and certauutechnical assistance 
to western Europe in the next year. 
The first goal is to help these nations modernize the 


small armed forces contemplated in their 1950 budgets. There 
is no pretense of matching Russia's huge armies.! But the 
state department insists even small forces can plant fear in 
Soviet minds and thus deter aggression. 
The administration is plainly reluctant to discuss the 


duration and future size of the military aid plan. It does 
mrgue, however, that larger armes in western Europe would 
increase rather than diminish the chances of war. And it 
believes too much attention to arms surely 'means general 
European recovery will suffer. 


There are ample signs many members of the senate are 


going to pin the state department to the mat on these ques- 
tion* Several iay they want to know exactly how much 


— 
what kind— $1,130,000,000 will buy. 


Senator Taft, for one, believes that sum is & mere trickle 
tint .would dry up quickly without useful effect He puts 
a $30,000,000,000 price tag on effective military aid. 
Some foreign affairs observers are guessing that the rel- 


atively small appropriation sought is evidence that the real 
hope thw coming year is only to stiffen western armies 
against possible internal revolte inspired by Russian Com- 
munists. 
Certainly tho state department includes internal dis- 


orders sparked by outsiders within its definition of aggres- 
sion. But it does not stop there. It maintains stoutly that 
•-the-border agfreesion can be blocked by the kind of mili- 
help it proposes to give. 
It seems to us the department is trying to walk a tight 
between too Kttle and too much. Not an easy per- 


ec, especially in view of the uncertainties posed by 


puzzle of Russian intentions. 
But congress nevertheless is entitled to far more specific 


answers than have yet been given on the real aims and 
worth of the aid program. The state department will have 
to muster convincing arguments to sell its plan as an effec- 
tor* obstacle to war.

Poor Elimination from 
Kidneys Causes Uremia

When waste materials are not 


eliminated through the kidneys 
they build up in the blood and 
cause 
a 
condition 
known as 


uremia or uremic poisoning. Usu- 
ally it is the result of some kind 
of kidney failure such as a long- 
lasting Bright's disease or nephri- 
tis. Occasionally it results from 
shock, or severe loss of fluid from 
the body as in long-continued 
vomiting or watery diarrhea, 


A diagnoses can be made only 


after the blood has been examined 
chemically to find out whether the 
poisonous substances are actually 
increased. 
This chemical exam- 


ination of the blood also helps to 
decide what treatment to use and 
\vhat the outcome is likely to be. 
Tests of the urine and careful 
examinations of the functioning of 
the kidneys are also necessary be- 
fore a complete diagnosis can be 
made 
and 
proper 
treatment 


started. 
SYMPTOMS VAGtJE 


Ttoe symptoms cannot be easily 


described. A vague "toxic" con- 
dition which becomes gradually 
worse IB the rule. 
Victims of 


uremia are especially susceptible 
to infections, which can lead to 
complications. 


Treatment depends on what Is 


preventing 
the 
elimination of 


poisonous wastes and fiow far it 
has progressed. In general, when 
the cause is due to the kidneys 
the only measures which can be 
taken are those which will aid 
the kidneys in elimination. 


The best time to attack uremia 


of course, is long before ft de- 
velop*. K the Bright's disease o* 
other cause of -uremia ea« be pre- 
vented, the condition will net oc- 
cur. Some cases of Bright's dis- 
ease leading eventually to uremia 
are the result of acute infections 
such as pneumonia or scarlet 
fever. 
Hence prompt attack on 


such infections by sulfa drugs o* 
penicillin ought to prevent some 
cases from developing at all. 


Uremia is really a late stage of 


any one of several conditions aad 
is not a disease of itself.

Tell* of School* 


Among other interesting things 


told by Mrs. Gasser were her 
account* of the schools of the 
country which she termed as 
being much more strict in disci- 
pline and farther advanced in 
academic learning than the same 
grade* ia the United States, say- 
ing, "A- geventh grade student 
there had had the equivalent of 
a two year high school course 
here in addition to his elementary 
training." Military and physical 
training play a great part in the 
Hven of Swiss youth, and there 
are more than 700,000 trained men 
m a population of less than 5,000,- 
000 citizens who can be called to 
the defense of their country at 
any time. 


"There i* almost no juvenile 


delinquency in Switzerland," said 
Mr*. Gasser, "probably due to the 
fact that children are kept busy 
at all times; the school and the 
teachers are held in high esteem 
and always backed by the courts 
in infrequent cases of objection." 
"She also mentioned that "children 
under age 16 were never allowed 
to attend movie* of any kind 
other than educational ones.

"You nave to tell yourself: 'To

Humor Wave Lengths 


The humor wave lengths at his 


own four-acre homestead at sub- 
urban Mt. Kiaco collide head-on. 
Smith's daughter, Nancy, 20, likes 
his. writing, but he doubts if his 
son, Allen, 21, has ever read one 
of his 11 books clear through. 


"My wife's not on my wave 


length either," he said. 
"She 


looks at each succeeding manu- 
script and says, 'Good God, you're 
not going to turn that in!'" 


Mrs. Smith used to be society 


editor on a newspaper. 


Smith began his career by shin- 


ing shoes and sweeping up hair 
in a barber shop. He worked on 
a dozen t papers as a wandering 
newspaperman, a career in which 
he felt a grammar school educa- 
tion was no real handicap. 


He also has written a syndicat- 


ed column, served as a radio em- 
cee, and once wrote five lines for 


a movie during a six-month at»y 
in Hollywood. 


A humorist at work is aa lonely 


as a fly at a DDT salesmen's con- 
vention. Smith spend* four hours 
every morning at hia typewriter 
in a workshop over 'his garage. 
He writes 'swiftly. 


"The thing I am proudest of in 


my newspaper life is that I was 
a helluva good rewrite man," he 
said. 


He still is. 
He writes each 


book twice. 
The first time he 


races through as quickly aa he 
can hit the keys. 
The second 


time he puts on tfe verbal polish. 
His latest book, "Low and In- 
side," is a collection of baseball 
anecdotes co-authored with 
Ira 


Smith. 
It took him a month, 


once the material was ready. 


Smith is a small, sharp-nosed 


man of 41. He is sober of face 
and heart, and he has a look 
around the eyes reminiscent of 
Ernie Pyle. He takes his humor 
seriously. 


"I think a guy who can write 


humor contributes more than 50 
per cent of the serious writers," 
he said.
